DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 04 August 2006, 26 October 
2006 and 08 November 2006 have been considered by the examiner. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, line 1, change "IPM" to — interior permanent magnet — . On line 14, delete 
the comma. After "a number of poles" insert — ni — . On line 18, insert — an — before 
"adjacent two". 

In claim 2, line 1, change "IPM" to — interior permanent magnet — . 
In claim 3, line 1, change "IPM" to — interior permanent magnet — . 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-3 are allowed. The prior art does not teach the claimed interior permanent 
magnet brushless motor including, inter alia, an adjacent two permanent magnets functioning as 
adjacent two poles of the field magnet system are spaced apart so that the following formula (2) 
is satisfied: 0.3 < (Lq-Ld)/Ld. 

Fujiwara teaches an interior permanent magnet (IPM) brushless motor comprising a 
stator 5; and a rotor including a rotor core 1 and a plurality of permanent magnets 2 functioning 
as a field magnet system (Fig. 2), wherein said rotor has a side face 31a opposed to said stator 
(Fig. 7), wherein said permanent magnets each have a pole face 34a opposed to said side face 31a 
(Fig.7). Fujiwara differs primarily in that the range for a ratio calculated using parameters Lq 
(q-axis inductance) and Ld (d-axis inductance) is 0 < (Lq-Ld)/Ld < 0.3 (paragraph 48). This 
contrasts with applicant's claimed range wherein (Lq-Ld)/Ld > 0.3.
